BOSTON, Feb. 27 — Injuries 
suffered by Mrs. Lynn Kauffman 
probably resulted from a fall and 
not from a beating, Dr. Milton 
Helpern, New York City chief 
medical examiner, testified today 
at the murder trial of Willem 
M. L. Van Rie here.

Rie’s defense to offset state tes- 
timony by Dr. Michael A. Lu- 
ongo, Boston medical examiner. 
Dr. Luongo said Mrs. Kauffman 
was drowned after being beaten 
into unconsciousness. 

Dr. Helpern testified that Mrs. 
Kauffman’s head injuries would 
not necessarily have caused her 
to lose consciousness. 

Murder Charge. 


Van Rie, radio operator aboard 
the Dutch freighter Utrecht, is 
with murdering Mrs. 
Kauffman last Sept. 18. The 
state charges that he beat the 
23-year-old divorcee until she 
was unconscious, then dragged 
her through a port hole and 
threw her overboard into Boston 
harbor. 
Dr. Helpern never saw Mrs. 
Kauffman’s body, which was 


at his conclusions after studying 
state medical records and photo- 
graphic slides made at an 


autopsy. 
- Completing three days on the 
witness stand yesterday, Van Rie. 
persistenly denied that he ever 
had quarreled with Mrs, Kauff- 
man, or thrown her to her death. 
Dogged cross-examination by As- 
sistant District Attorney John F. 
McAuliffe failed to shake either 
his testimony or his composure. 
Van Rie, 31, insisted that he 
was busy with radio chores or 
talking with other ship’s officers 
on the bridge of the Utrecht at 
the time Mrs, Kauffman was 
killed. He said police forced him 
to make a false statement that 
he was in her cabin and struck 
her. 
Van Rie conceded that after 
making the statement to p-iice, 
he told them, ‘‘Now I have stuck 
my head completely into a hole.”

What is developing on the proposed Colum- 
bia Bottoms industrial park? : 

The answer at the moment seems to be “Not 
much.” What is worse, nobody shows any 
special sense of urgency to get the project 
moving ahead. 

It is marking time at the Courthouse in 
Clayton, where Supervisor McNary has been 
so busy issuing news releases on his plans for 
progress that he has overlooked the need to 
take positive action toward public participa- 
tion in the Bottoms project. 

It is marking time in the offices of the 
Chamber cf Commerce’s Incustrial Fark Cory., 
waiting among other things for the city to 
approve the park corporation’s proposal for 
an extension until July 1964 of the option to 
purchase the city-owned wasteland at the 
bottoms. 

The one bright spot is at City Hall, where 
the option now has cleared the Board of Es- 
timate and been offered in the Board of Al- 


dermen where its passage surely should be 


assured. 

What the project needs to stimulate real 
and continuous activity is public participation 
and intelligent leadership, especially’from Mr. 
McNary, whose constituents would reap most 
of the tax benefits. , 

Fully developed, the Bottoms might increase 
the county’s property tax base by 25 per cent 
while at the same time providing perhaps as 
many as 50,000 new jobs for workers living 
throughout the metropolitan area. 

The big’ problem with the project is that it 
will require a very substantial initial invest- 
ment for levees, sewerage facilities, interior 
roads, rail lines and the like before a single 
industry could move in. Public participation 
in the form of a bond issue of $10,000,000, 
say, may be necessary to get the project off 
dead center. 

Mr. McNary ought to be thinking this over. 
At the very least he ought to name a small 
but first-rate special committee to examine 
the possibility of public participation and 
make recommendations to him on precisely 
how—not whether—it can be accomplished. 

Was the Little report right? Is the Bottoms 
too big a project for St. Louis? Whether they 
want to or not, Mr. McNary and the others 
are in the process of providing the answer 
by public demonstration. ’ 


The World and the World Bank 


President Eisenhower puts more and more 
emphasis on the role of the World Bank in 
helping underdeveloped countries. So it is 
interesting to note that the United States no 
longer is the chief source of the bank’s loan 
money. As of last Dec. 31, the bank’s sub- 
scribed capital was $16,115,000,000. Of this, 
$6,350,000,000 was subscribed by the United 
States. But $5,080,000,000 of the American 
subscription cannot be used for loans. It is 
a guarantee that the bank’s obligations will 
be paid even if borrowers default. The bank 
now has $4,900,000,000 outstanding in loans. 

The World Bank also raises lending money 
by borrowing. For instance, it took advantage 
of the American market earlier this month to 
sell a $125,000,000 bond issue. At the same 
time it borrowed $90,000,000 in British ster- 
ling, Swiss francs and German marks. Yet 
while $1,642,000,000 of the bank’s $1,990. 
000,000 in. bonds are payable in American. 
dollars, moré than Half’ of these—roughly 
$1,000,000,000: worth—are; held abroad. Since

1957; the: Germah Bundésbank has become 
one of the principal purchasers. Most of the 
German holdings are payable in dollars. This 
is an example of why so little is heard now- 
adays of the “dollar gap.” Aside from bor- 
rowing, Europe’s share of, the bank’s sub- 
scribed capital now exceeds that of the United 
States by $45,000,000. And the capital sub- 
scribed by Asian and Middle Eastern coun- 
tries now amounts to $139,000,000. 

This is as it should be. It indicates that the 
bank is performing the function for which 
it was set up. It is drawing money out of the 
advanced nations—-which have money to spare 
—and moving it into those. which need it to 
expand their industries and buttress their 
economies. Outright aid—in money as well 
as in foodstuffs—still is needed by nations 
like India. But the World Bank helps to make 
aid programs *more businesslike. It should 
be increasingly important in American policy. 


Taking Care of Themselves 

Postmaster General Summerfield was ex- 
actly right in saying that the House used a 
“meat ax” approach to the postal appropria- 
tions bill. The $882,000,000 sliced away was 
a record cut for the Post Office. Even worse, 
the House did some crude skin grafting to 
take care of itself, 

It provided for a statement in the bill that 
funds must be available for franked mail. This 
is the mail that Congressmen so dearly love to 
unload—at no cost to themselves—on their 
constituents. The bill also provides for the 
use of “patron mail” in the cities. This mail, 
simply addressed to “occupant,” does not 
delivered by the 


tman from door to door,.

That is why a much stronger federal con- 
flict of interests statute has been recom- 
mended by the Association of the Bar of New 
York after a study financed by the Ford 
Foundation. In this area, it found, there is 
too wide a discrepancy between preaching 
and practice. Its recommendations have been 
introduced in both the House and Senate. 

A single, uniform statute is urged. Present 
restraints are considerably expanded. A dis- 
tinction is made between permanent and tem- 
porary employes. Primary responsibility for 
enforcement is up to the President. He is 
empowered to supplement the law by drafting 
regulations he deems necessary. He also 
should see that the various agencies draw up 
supplementary regulations fitting their spe- 
cial situations. 

A second purpose is that of making it easier 
to recruit needed help. Persons in temporary 
positions would be allowed to retain “certain 
security-oriented economic interests, such, as 
continued participation in private pension 
plans.” Under a suitable trust arrangement, 
such individuals also might be allowed to 
retain stock holdings. But whatever the Jaw 
may be, the key to integrity in Government 
is the President. Says the. report: 

The voice that should be most heard in the 
administration of the executive branch per- 
sonnel is that of the chief of the executive 
branch. .. The behavior of department heads, 
and of their juniors, will be powerfully in- 
fluenced. by the standards of behavior set 
by example in the White House. For example, 
although the flow of gifts, most of them 
symbolic in nature, to 1600 Pennsylvania 
avenue probably cannot and should not be 
stemmed, the matter of how the White House 
disposes of these gifts is very delicate. The 
soundest approach . .. appears to be an 
invariable practice of passing such gifts 
along to charity or to the National Museum. 
If that comes close to a criticism of Presi- 

dent Eisenhower’s acceptance of gifts, for 
example, for his farm, the hint is there for 
the taking. , 

The progress of this legislation will tell 
much about Washington's current workirg 
standards. 


Tax Bills and Stormwater 

The overwhelming expression of opinion 
against creating a stormwater sewer subdis- 
trict in the Fountain Creek area of Florissant 
does not affect the need, which is urgent. 

Substantial opposition is inherent in the 
very nature of the stormwater problem. When 
water-absorbing grasslands on relatively high 
ground .are covered with pavements and 
houses, runoff from these tracts floods homes 
and:industries.at.the bottom of the hills. Those 
who are flooded out are usually in the minori- 


ty; but those-whose lands cause the 


where they benefit from a stormwater sewer. 

The Metropolitan Sewer Trustees enjoy 
sufficient power to handle the area’s storm- 
water problems on their own. Once they de- 


cide to create the Fountain Creek subdistrict, 


as in our judgment they should, they can 
proceed without calling an election to build 
the sewer, paying for it upon completion 
through the tax bill method. Every property 
owner within the subdistrict—that is, every- 
body. whose land contributes to the problem— 
pays his proportionate share of the cost; 
charges to property owners are based on the 
number of square feet of ground they hold. 

Having largely completed the planning and 
engineering of the area’s sanitary sewers, the 
Sewer District lately has been moving to at- 
tack the stormwater problem. Householders 
who are used to elections on bond issues for 
sanitary sewers:no doubt will object to the 
tax-bill method of financing stormwater sew- 
ers, but it is a necessary evil. Not only would 
it be extremely difficult to pass a bond issue 
for this purpose in most cases, but generally 
there is insufficient assessed valuation in the 
particular subdistrict area to use the bond 
method for both sanitary and stormwater 
sewers. 

Tax-bills are hardly the instruments to win 
friends and influence people for the Sewer 
District, but they provide the only means of 
handling an essential job that otherwise could 
not be attempted. The Sewer District is to 
be commended for tackling the problem.
